The DN Team contacted farmers within the Parish and we have compiled a report for this issue.

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST — PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 

Lent — what better time to reflect on the lives of 
those who have gone before us ? Within the 
confines of “Gleanings from the Past” the only way 
to do this is to record IN MEMORIAM entries 
written by the Rev. Boniface between 1883 and 
1891. 

JAMES STREET, Castle St., aged 53 years “We 
regret to record the death of James Street, which 
occurred quite suddenly on Sunday, September 2, 
1883. On Saturday night he retired to rest, 
apparently in his usual health, and on Sunday 
morning was found dead in bed. He was a member 
of our congregation, and a man highly respected, 
especially among his fellow workmen, who as a 


body, with Mr. Franklin, attended the funeral. He 
leaves a widow and seven children,” 
WILLIAM HENRY SMITH, High St. aged 33 
years. “...the sudden death of Mr. Smith took place 
during a thunderstorm on Friday, July 4, 1884. Mr 
and Mrs Smith were together on the road-side under 
a tree, when the electric fluid struck the former, 
causing instant death....” 
JOHN ELL, Market Place, aged 61 years. “On 
January 29, 1886, there departed this life, somewhat 
suddenly, one, who by reason of the office which he 
held, was well-known in the parish, namely John 
Ell. He was sexton between 14 & 15 years, and 
discharged the duties of his office with great 
punctuality ... at the conclusion of the Sunday 
Evening Service after his funeral, the ‘Dead March’ 
was played upon the Organ as a mark of respect.” 
JESSE EDWARD KILBY, aged 14 years. “On 
Monday, Oct. 4 1886, the body of Jesse Edward 
Kilby, who met his death through an accident while 
at his work, was laid in its last resting place. The 
funeral was attended by members of the Juvenile 
Foresters’ Benefit Soc., of which he was a member 
. An Oak Cross is to be erected in his memory, to 
be subscribed for chiefly by the boys of the Sunday 
and Day Schools.” 
SAMUEL FIELD, aged 83 years. “On December 16 
1886, the body of the late Samuel Field Esq. was 
brought from Basingstoke, and laid in its last 
resting-place in our Churchyard. Mr. Field was a 
native of Deddington, and spent the greater part of 
his life here, where his name will be handed down 
to posterity, it being inscribed upon the Corner 
Stone of the National School, which he laid on 
Easter Tuesday, March 29, 1853.”

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CHURCH AND CHAPEL Continued. 


THE INDUCTION OF THE REVD DR HUGH WHITE PARISH CHURCH March 23 2001 
In a Parish Church bare of decoration for Lent, clergy, a congregation of 300 and the building itself played 
their part in the Service of Induction, which involved public commitment not only from the incumbent- 
designate, the Revd Dr Hugh White, but also from the congregation. The service is ambulatory, moving 
from nave to font, to lectern, to the High Altar. Ritual and history are present in the Declaration and Oaths. 
These are followed by the Deeds of Institution, the mandate of Induction and the Installation. The new 
Incumbent then causes a church bell to be rung and the Churchwardens greet him saying (on this occasion) 
‘Hugh, on behalf of the parishes of this Benefice, we welcome you as our Parish Priest’. 
The Service ended with Intercessions and a celebration of the Eucharist. It was conducted by the Right 
Reverend Colin Fletcher, Bishop of Dorchester, the Venerable John Morrison, Archdeacon of Oxford, and 
the Rural Dean, the Revd John Holbrook. The Revd David Nicol participated, the Revd Dr Edmund Newell 
and the Revd Hazel Scarr were present. Parishioners from all the parishes took part. 
In his sermon the Bishop of Dorchester addressed Hugh White — keep your vision large, look beyond the 
safe and familiar. There are three pastoral areas for the Priesthood to consider: what does it mean to bring 
Christ to a suffering, a changing, a successful community? Each presents its own challenges. 
The occasion was fittingly solemn but friendly. The Revd Dr. Hugh White, in spite of impeccable advice to 
the contrary, expressed his thanks. After the service there was delicious food provided by kind parishioners, 
supervised by the Church kitchen team, and palatable wine, courtesy of the PPC. Choir and organist led the 
whole-hearted singing and Linda Bloxham’s settings were used for the Eucharist. The collection goes to the 
Bishop of Oxford’s Outreach Fund. 
To co-ordinate so many different elements and to welcome people from so wide an area must have meant 
much hard, behind-the-scenes logistical work, especially in view of the current Foot and Mouth restrictions.

FOOT AND MOUTH 


Whatever use we make of the countryside we have all been affected by the Foot and Mouth outbreak. The 
DN decided that the best way to record this rural crisis was to contact those most concerned — the farmers 
and their families. We wanted briefly to know how they were coping with the threat of disease and what 
effect it was having on their professional and personal lives. The Editorial Team would like to thank all the 
hard-pressed farmers who responded to our telephone calls. Ed. 


Jim Calcutt, College Farm, Hempton. Although clear of infection, he is affected by the current crisis. 
Both for economic and environmental reasons he tries to feed his sheep on grass. In winter months this 
means sending some sheep away. He currently has 300 ewes on ‘grass keep’ charges in Devon. Normally 
they would come home for lambing but can’t now be moved. He still has 120 ewes near here which need 
moving 650 yards by road to shelter for lambing. Were they only 450 yards from the barn, no movement 
restriction would apply. As it is, they will have to lamb in the open field. He has moved bales of straw for 
protection but prospects for lambs born outside in bad weather are not good. 

He has instituted all normal precautions — closing footpaths and disinfecting. On the whole, he has found 
local people very understanding; they have voluntarily stayed away. He points out that, although this area is 
is still clear, precautions are necessary because there are about 15 wild deer grazing here and ‘pockets’ of 
horses and cattle. He has another farm at Merton which he cannot visit and farm workers are walking to 
work. Disinfecting tyres & footwear is good psychologically, because one is doing something, but it takes 
about 3 hours to disinfect a vehicle properly. Workers at Merton spend about half their day disinfecting - on 
top of their normal work load. 

Usually at this time he is selling corn. Since this would entail lorries coming to his land, he is selling none. 
Usually he sells about 250 sheep a week. That cash flow has also stopped. He currently has about 400 lambs 
and 300 ewes on hand that should have been sold. He is having to feed them with ‘cake’ because of the 
pressure on grazing. This means that his husbandry methods have been compromised and there is the 
additional cost of buying “cake’. For many farmers at present, income is zero, whether their beasts are 
infected or not. And abattoirs, seemingly, are paying less for the few animals that do reach them. 

Jim Calcutt is still cheerful, uncomplaining and was glad to talk about some of the farmers’ problems that 
may not be apparent to the layman. 


George and Bryony Fenemore, Home Farm, Clifton. All social activities have been curtailed except 
for churchgoing. No deliveries are allowed inside the farm gates, even for essential services. The family did 
not even risk attending a family funeral in Yorkshire. For a while Bryony, who is a nurse, did not feel she 
should go out to work. When she does go now, she disinfects her clothes. The family disinfects clothes etc. 
and the car all the time. (See George’s normal On the Farm article.) 


Roger Nobbs, Castle Farm, Deddington, does not have any livestock susceptible to Foot and Mouth, 
only horses. He has, therefore, not been directly affected. But he is taking the usual precautions, disinfecting 
footwear and vehicle tyres, if only out of consideration for neighbouring famers who do have livestock. 


Peggy Pacey, Park Farm, Deddington, says that supplies of the right disinfectant are hard to come by 
and it’s difficult to get fodder for the animals, But she’s making the best of things and is thankful that her 
problems are relatively minor compared with the plight of farmers in some parts of the country, for whom 
she has the greatest sympathy. 


Mr. Pauling, Ulbury Farm, Hempten. Although the animals on this farm have not so far been touched by 
the disease, Mr. Pauling is affected like every other farmer in the country, having to make sure no visitors 
carry infection, disinfecting straw etc. Discouraging unecessary visitors has meant closing footpaths crossing 
the farm, including a lane off the Duns Tew Road. Most regrettably, the notices advising closure of the right 
of way have been torn down at least once. 


Robert Stilgoe. The Grounds Farm. (The farmhouse and much of Mr. Stilgoe’s land lie in Adderbury 
parish but some is within Deddington’s boundaries and, of course, it features in the Deddington Circular 
Walk.) Robert Stilgoe has a dairy herd and told us that they are placing their future in the hands of hope, 
disinfectant and the restriction of their own movements to the absolute necessary minimum. Mrs. Stilgoe 
does not leave the farm at all. They will not consider the crisis over until six weeks have elapsed without a 
new case. Both Mr. And Mrs. Stilgoe wished to express their heartfelt appreciation for the concern, support 
and thoughtfulness shown by so many people. (Cont. next page.)

Alastair and Debbie Welford, Leadenporch Farm, Deddington. Here, it is the same story of 
constantly disinfecting shoes, clothes, cars, and the curtailment of social activites. “No one comes to see us 
any more,” said Debbie. The footpath that runs through their farm is closed, of course. Debbie expressly 
wished to thank people for respecting the closure notice. Only one essential service comes into the farm — 
the chicken feed. The Farm Manager’s children missed school at first, though they are back now. The 
Welford sons were decreed “OK” by the Vet and allowed back to boarding school. Their daughter goes off to 
school in disinfected shoes. Debbie cannot visit her parents who live on a farm near Bicester. The only 
good point is that the Welford’s beautiful Highland cattle are always indoors during the winter, mainly 
because of the mess their huge heavy feet make of the meadow. But this does mean that they are less at risk 
(from any airborne infection). 

Brian Fuller, Earl’s Farm, Deddington was not available for comment.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of April 1851 

22nd MARCH - | walked down to Clifton to look at the stone dug for the Chapel and carted 
from Aynho by Malings the farmer. Spoke to Jas. Hopcraft about the stone who said it would 
do very well indeed, and make good work. | called at the butchers to order some meat sent 
to Jos. Wilkins, out of work. 

30th MARCH - The census of the Kingdom was taken again today - 10 years having elapsed 
since a former one was taken. 

31st MARCH - Went up to Mr. Field's on two Justices cases, a window breaking by two Irish 
tramps at house of Relieving Officer - convicted them in fine, damage and costs 11/-d. each 
or 14 days imprisonment; and a turnip stealing case against Thomas Rose of this place from 
Gibbard the farmer - convicted him in fine, value of turnips and costs in sum of 13/6d. or 3 
weeks imprisonment, offered him time to pay it which he declined. All 3 persons went to 
prison, 

2nd APRIL - Committed a man for trial to Sessions - for Stealing a pair of high laced shoes 
from |, Wilsdon's shop in Hudsons's Lane. He and another tramp broke a large square of glass 
and effected the robbery, he came from Englefield, Nr. Reading. 

19th APRIL - | went up to the Church with Jas Hopcraft, H. Franklin and W. Spiers to arrange 
about altering part of the chancel floor - and windows east. 

24th APRIL ~ | married our Cook, Hannah Alcock, after living with us for 10% years, to Wm. 
Dean the second son of old Wm. Dean a respectable farmer of this place - by Licence - 
having obtained the officiating Clergyman's leave so to do - of course | took no fee. 


GARDENING NOTES 


In February | said something about bringing greenery indoors. Here 
are a few more suggestions about that. Later on in the season | find 
Mint, especially when it's in flower, very attractive. In fact there are a number of herbs 
which do very well. Parsley is one, Rosemary another, and Chives when in bloom. | 
avoid Sage: the flower smelis awful. Incidentaily, try Rosemary in your bath, it gives 
out a delicious scent. Most ordinary flower leaves can be picked and do well indoors. 
Hostas are good, as are Geranium leaves and they both last well, as does Astrantia (the 
flowers are like little Victorian posies.) 
The best branches to bring in, | think, are bits of the smali-leaved Eucalyptus. Un- 
fortunately they are not keen on our climate. They don’t like being too cold or too dry. 
| lost one /ittle tree during a very dry spell and-its successor in the winter. But if you 
are willing to persist with watering and a little protection the result is very rewarding.

ON THE FARM ws 
The sword of Damocles is once again hanging over livestock 
farming and none of us knows where it will strike next or when ied ‘ 
it will all end. Lambing is in full swing and the ewes are dropping their oo at a very 
fast rate. We had 300 ewes lamb in 6 days so we are all short of sleep and very tired. 
This is something that happens every year but is worth it when you see the lambs at 
play out on the meadows. This year the foot~and-mouth crisis has put the Spring on 
hold as we may not have any lambs to put on the meadows even if the flood water goes 
down. The farm is under siege with nothing on or off the farm unless it has been 
covered in disinfectant. The footpaths are all closed and we say a big ‘thank you' for 
everyone's help in the fight by staying away, although we miss being able to have a 
chat with the regulars. We should have sold 300 tons of wheat and 200 tons of beans 
this month but it is just too big a risk to allow the lorries onto the farm, so with rent 
day coming we shall just have to pull the belt in yet again and hope the Bank Manager 
will be understanding. 

The crops look well and we did manage to get the spring beans planted at the end of 
February but after the recent rain the ground is still too wet to do much field work. We 
have had one of the wettest winters on record but in a perverse sort of way it may have 
saved us. The ewes were flooded off the meadows in early October so we sold what re- 
mained of last year's lambs to make room for the breeding ewes on higher ground. 
Normally we would have been selling lambs up to the end of February; as it is we have 
had no livestock movements on or off the farm since October. Again, because of the 
weather the ewes have been housed since mid-November with no contact with any other 
sheep. The virus can be spread in many ways: on the wind, on clothing and vehicles or 
by wildlife. Some of the ewes and lambs are now out in the paddocks as we have no 
more room in the buildings. 

So the siege goes on. We have done all we can to minimize the risks but with farming 
finances in the state they are, the loss of the flock even with compensation could mean 
the end for us. So our future is in the lap of the gods. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

EXTRACT FROM OFFICIAL MINUTES OF EXTRAORDINARY MEETING OF PARISH COUNCIL, 
WEDNESDAY, 7 MARCH 2001, HELD IN OPEN SESSION 

Stonepit Land, Hempton Cllr Flux reported that a letter was received from Mr Middleditch in August 2000 
requesting that his client, Mr Calcutt of Hempton, be allowed to buy the land known as Stonepit. At that time 
the Clerk replied that the Council leased the land and the lessee, Mr West of High Street, Deddington, had not 
given intention of notice to quit. 

At this point, Cllr Clinch intervened and asked that councillors be allowed to express their concems that this 
correspondence had not been reported to the Council and that when parish land is concerned all Councillors should 
be kept informed. Some newer members of the Council were not aware that the Council owned the land until it 
appeared as an asset on the Audited Accounts approved at the last meeting. Speculation had taken place about 
possible development of the land. Clir Flux explained that the letter received in August had been dealt with routinely 
as no action was necessary, the land was leased and not available for sale. He apologised that the correspondence 
had not been reported at the September meeting. Mr West telephoned the Clerk and confirmed the cancellation of 
the lease later in the year and he has not yet put the matter in writing. Cllr Flux stated that he then consulted with the 
Vice Chairman, Cilr Todd regarding the possible use of the land. Options were considered including the possibility of 
affordable housing. However, it was born in mind that the Council has previously agreed that no more peripheral 
development should take place. The meeting agreed that the land should be valued. Cllrs Todd and Miss Hill and 
the Clerk also met with Mr Buxton, Planning Officer, at Cherwell DC to investigate the attitude of the Local Authority 
regarding future use of the land. An item was included on the agenda for the February meeting. This was to be 
discussed in closed session. Clir Flux stressed that no decisions had been or would have been made without the 
matter being considered by the Council. The Chairman had considered that the matter should be discussed in 
closed session to avoid speculation from local estate agents or other interested parties. 

Clirs Flux and Todd stressed that meeting with Cherwell DC was purely an exercise in ascertaining the value 
of the land and pointed out that the best value must be obtained in respect of ail council assets. It would not 
be best value to allow the land to lay fallow and to have no income or use appertaining to it. Cllr Newey stated 
that it appeared that it was procedure that was incorrect in this matter and there appeared to be a lack of 
communication between councillors. Clir Mrs Davies felt that the matter should have been put before the 
council before the February meeting. Cllr Clarke requested that the letter from Mr Middleditch be read for ail 
to hear, however, the letter was not available at the meeting. Mr Clarke also expressed his concern regarding 
the date of Mr West's notice in respect of the land as he had been informed that this had been given earlier 
than indicated by the Clerk. Clir Flux stated that a certain amount of trust had to be allowed to enable working 
groups to perform their functions. The Clerk is the council’s Chief Financial Officer and as such must represent 
the Council in its best interests; this involves attending meetings such as with the Planning Authority. 

It was agreed that, to avoid similar situations in the future, all correspondence will continue to be presented to 
the Council in list form, as at the last meeting. It was also agreed that a review of Working Groups and 
procedures would take place and guidelines would be drawn up to make the procedures clear. These 
procedures would include guidelines on who should attend statutory meetings etc. it was also agreed that a 
site plan of Stonepit would be sent to all Councillors. It was proposed by Clir Clinch that discussion of the 
Stonepit land should take place at the next meeting and that a working party should be formed to investigate 
possibilities for its future use. Seconded by Clir Newey. 11 in favour, 1 against.
